r. Solovey is an investor and businessman with a passion for traveling and culture who is drawn to paper 

money because of its artistry and history. His penchant for banknotes began as he encountered the varied 
circulating currencies in his travels around the world, each time bringing these circulating examples home with 
him. His traveling pursuits are a serious endeavor, having tallied visits to 132 countries, including locales that are 
nearly inaccessible due to politics or sheer remoteness. Few globetrotters have logged the travels that Yuri has, 
including North Korea, Kiribati, Democratic Republic of the Congo, Central African Republic, Federated States of 
Micronesia, Burkina Faso, and most recently, Papua New Guinea and East Timor. The understanding of cultures 
and experiences gained through travel make collecting world banknotes a perfect complement to Yuri'ss life of 
adventurous global exploration. Today, we offer two of Mr. Solovey’s most prized collections, his Collection of 
Iberia and Brazil, and his Collection of East Africa. 


The Iberian Peninsula lies at the western edge of Eurasia. It went from being on the outer edges of the Roman 
empire to the center of European exploration and trade. Spain and Portugal’s colonial expansion left impressions 
on countries and lands across the world, including Brazil. The paper money from these two empires illustrates their 
profound geographic and economic impact. This offering, today, is one of the finest from the region in decades, and 
is replete with rarities that were not present in either of the major Spanish collections offered in the last half-decade. 


Our two-part offering today, also includes Yuri Solovey’s Collection of East Africa. Geographically, East Africa was 
a crucial crossroads for migration, trade, and culture. The currency of the region was a reflection of the importance 
of that crossroads - paper money that had incredible purchasing power for the time and was inscribed with multiple 
languages. East Africa, as a central point for trade in the region, was of high interest to European, African, and 
Middle-Eastern governments alike, leading to frequent shifts in its politics and currency. 


A brief list of the highlights from the Collection of Iberia and Brazil includes: 


e Proof impressions of the earliest Bank of Spain notes, from the 1862 and 1866 issues, virtually impossible to locate 
in any other form. 


e An unparalleled turn of the century 5 Mil Reis, Pick 19 from Brazil. 

e Province of Santo Domingo (Dominican Republic) Proof, issued during the last years of Spain’s rule. 

Featured notes from his Collection of East Africa include: 

¢ A 1920 East Africa 500 Florins Specimen, unavailable in any other form. 

e Specimen forms of both the 1921 and 1939 10,000 Shillings notes.

“Specimen, DLR oval overprints, and serial number 10YV00000 are 
present on this eye appealing example. The grading company mentions 
previous mounting and a paper pull.

This handsome and very rare uniface Specimen represents the highest denomination of the 1869 series. Interestingly, this series has 10 denominations 
and a plethora of varieties. Some tears and two missing corners are mentioned for accuracy. A desirable type, as Buenos Aires Province is by far the most 
populous in the country and as such would have had a large economic impact in Argentina. The first we have offered.

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28006 Australia Commonwealth of Australia 50 Pounds ND (1918) Pick 8d R67c PMG Very Fine 30. 

An extremely desirable type, seldom seen in any grade, examples are eminently collectible due to the unusually high face value. Four varieties for this 
denomination were issued between 1914 and 1940, with this being the last. Notice the large, sans serif serial numbers, which were indicative of the final 
wave of issue for this type. Because stocks of this high denomination were not in demand, issuance was very slow, which allowed this denomination, 
along with the 20 and 100 Pounds, to be released well past their normal lifespan, and certainly well beyond that of their lower denomination counter- 
parts. In fact, bank records indicate that only 608,000 of these notes were printed and released until the end of World War II. The enormous face value at 
the time, coupled with economic conditions, forced their redemption, leaving only a scant few to be enjoyed by collectors today. Highly collectable, this 
piece shows signs of limited circulation in a well preserved state. Minor repairs are mentioned in the comments on the back of the third party holder. At 
the time of cataloging, only a total of four examples are registered in the PMG Population Report.

Rare in Uncirculated grades, this beauty holds the finest grade of 
only two examples registered above About Uncirculated in the PMG 
Population Report. This large format note featuring the portrait of King 
George VI is the highest denomination from the series. The signature 
variety of Coombs and Watt, which appears on this note, is the third of 
four combinations possible for this series, which circulated from 1939 
until the mid-1950s. The significant spending power of this denomina- 
tion prevented the vast majority from being saved, especially in this elite 
grade.

An important Australian banknote and quite desirable with the first 
serial number for the prefix “C”.

Portuguese version, but has different colors and additional text in the 
front center. Terrific appearance for the technical grade.

Columbus landed on the island that is now partly the Dominican Republic in late 1492. He named it La Espanola, bringing the island under Spanish rule 
for the next few hundred years. The late 18th and early 20th centuries saw the capital of Santo Domingo pass between French and Spanish administra- 
tion, until former Lieutenant Governor José Nufiez de Caceres declared independence from Spain in 1821. The declaration was short lived, resulting in 
the entire island coming under Haitian rule. The Dominican War for Independence from Haitian rule lasted from 1844-1856, with the new government 
recognized as Santo Domingo. In 1861, President and military leader, Pedro Santana, entered into a pact with Spain to return Santo Domingo to a colo- 
ny, largely for economic reasons. It was during this period of renewed Spanish Colonial rule that the banknote on offer was issued, with the Spanish Coat 
of Arms as its central design element. Forces still seeking freedom in Santo Domingo sought help from the United States. With the end of the Civil War, 
the United States was an army force capable of taking on the Spanish. Queen Isabella I, annulled the annexation of the colony in 1865, out of fear of US 
intervention, which shortly thereafter came to pass. By 1869, President Ulysses S. Grant ordered troops to the island to help protect trade interests against 
renewed pirate activity in the region. 


Dominican Republic banknotes and other financial instruments are quite popular among collectors, with most of the older issues being challenging to 
obtain. This mid-1800s issue is certainly seldom seen and missing from most Caribbean collections. The Province of Santo Domingo, as seen on this 
note, was the title of the Dominican colony under Spanish Rule. We are not aware of any circulating examples extant, making this Specimen, the only 
collectible form of note from the last vestiges of Spanish rule on the island. All details on the front are vivid and clear. Staining on the back does little to 
negatively impact the overall visual appeal.

The Spanish-American War had repercussions on multiple continents which affected millions of people, and ultimately shifted the balance of power 
in Southeast Asia. After centuries of oppressive rule, the Spanish stranglehold on the Philippines began showing its weakness, and the Filipino people 
took advantage of the situation to declare independence from colonial powers. Emilio Aguinaldo lead the charge and was instituted as the first President 
of the Republic. Neither Spain nor the United States recognized the Republic. However, the new government in Manila issued a series of banknotes 
which circulated briefly. Extant examples of these historic notes are seldom seen today. After the Spanish American War concluded, the new Philippine 
Republic declared war on the United States, and a three year war began. Aguinaldo and his forces surrendered to the United States in 1902, and a new 
series of coins and banknotes were issued the following year.

All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
merchandise; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if 
a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, thirty 
days when drawn on an international bank.
